t. God, most frequently, those Psalms, Hymns, and 

^ Prayers, which he feels best adapted to express 

the wants of his own so\i\. 
/ / find that in most mamaXs VYve ^^^v^e.^'svxc^^x^^^^^ 
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is confined, la One day — generally Friday— some- 
times, liawever, it is spread ever two oi thiee days, 
lastead al this, I have inscited dd each evening a 
reference to the forms of Self-Examioatioa ; so that 
it may never be lost sight of; foi in particuUi 
localities any day nnmcd may be a dny of business 
on which so impottanl a part of the preparation 
would be almost sure to be neglected. 

3. The Communion office of the Church, inter- 
spersed with short prayers, all used on high autho- 
rity, and most of them to be found in the leading 
Church Manuals (50-74). 

4. Intercessions and Prayers to be used whilsl 
others are communicating (75-Si). 

5. A few forms of Post Communion Thanks- 
givings, and Prayers (82-96). 

6. A short office of Spiritual Communion from 
Bishop Wilson (96-100). 

7. A small collection of Euchaiistic Hymns 

(lOO-lJOl.

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INTRODUCTION ON THE DOCTRINE 
OF HOLY COMMUNION. 




|HE Eternal Son of God took ournaiare 
upon Him — a nature composed of a body 
of flesh and blood, in which, in some 
mysterious but real way, there resides 
an intelligent spirit. Our Lord took this na- 
ture in order that He might redeem it by the 
Sacrifice of Himself upon the Altar of the Cross. 
He * * made there, by His one Oblation of Himself 
once offered, a full, perfect, and sufficient Sacrifice, 
Oblation, and Satisfaction for the sins of the whole 
world." But our Lord took our flesh, not only 
that He might give it in Sacrifice, but also that 
He might, in some heavenly and spiritual way, 
feed us with it; for He said **I am the Living 
Bread which came down from heaven," and "the 
Bread that I will give is My Flesh which I will 
give for the life of the world " (John vi. 51). To 
this ** eating of His Flesh " our Saviour joined the 
"drinking of His Blood : '* for He said, " Except 
ye eat the Flesh of the Son of Man and drink His 
Blood, ye have no life in you " (John vi. ^t>\^ ^^^ 
He then proceeded to connect lYve^xe^AesX^o^i^^^^ 
beneSts both of body and souV >n\\?S \Vv\s^'' e-aJCxw?,^ 
His Flesh, " and this ** drinking oi \i\?»^\oo^'' ^"^^ 
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He said, with reference to our bodies, " Whoso 
eatelh My Flesh ond drinkelh My Blood hath 
clcrnal l^fe, and I will raise him up at the last 
day" (John vi 54); and with reference to our 
souls He said " He that eatelh My Flesh and 
diinkelh My Blood dweileth in Me, and I in him " 
(John vi. 56). That He could not have meant by 
all this an orJinary eating and drinking lo sustiin 
Ihe body is clear from His words, " II is fhe Spirit 
that quicVeneth, the flesh profiteth nothing: the 
words that I speak unto you, they are spirit, and 
they are life " (John vi. 63). Now m some sense 
His Flesh must profit, or He would not have said 
" My Flesh is meal indeed." And yet that His 
Fleyi can only profit those who in some spiritual 
way receive it, and believe His words, is clear from 
His saying, " It is the spirit that quickeneth. . . . 
The wort^ thai I speak unto you they are spirit 
and they are iife." 

Never on any other occasion does He use such 
mysterious language except on the night on which 
He eat His last Passover with His disciples, and 
then " The Lord Jesus, the same nighl on which 
He was betrayed, took bread ; and when He had 
given thanks. He brake it, and said. Take, eat ; 
this is My Body which is given for you ; This do 
in remembrance of Me. After the same manner 
also He took the cup when He had supped, saying, 
This cup Is the New Testament in My Blood : this 
do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance of Me." 

Our Lord by this act, and by these words, re- 
minded His disciples of His former words respect- 
ing eating His Flesh and drinking His Blood, and 
furnished them wilh the means of doing so. 
//■ our Lord had continually mentionei V\vK^ 
~a.::i^ of fjis Flesh in connectbri viilli oVnei 
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things, as, for instance, with following Him, or with 
relying on His merits, then there might have been 
a doubt as to whether He intended to give us in 
the Last Supper the means by which we are to re- 
ceive the benefits which He joined with ** eating 
His Flesh " and ** drinking His Blood ; " but when 
we find that the one only direction which He ever 
gave us respecting the eating of His Flesh He gave 
at the time when He ordained this Holy Sacra- 
ment ; and when we find also that the only ex- 
planation He gave to men respecting the meaning 
of the Holy Sacrament was when He spake in the 
S3magogue at Capernaum respecting eating His 
Flesh and drinking His Blood, then we cannot but 
r^ard the Holy Communion as the means ordained 
by Himself whereby we are to receive the wondrous 
blessings which He has Himself made to depend 
upon the "eating of His Flesh" and the "drink- 
ing of His Blood." 

Our Church has very closely connected the 
words respecting eating Christ's Flesh contained 
in John vi. with the due and faithful reception of 
the Sacrament of our Lord's Body and Blood. 
She has told us that "the benefit is great, if 
with a true penitent heart and lively Siith we 
receive that Holy Sacrament, for then we spirit- 
ually eat the Flesh of Christ, and drink His 
Blood, then we dwell in Christ, and Christ in us, 
we istre one with Christ and Christ with us." She 
'also directs us to pray that we may "so eat the 
Flesh of the Son of Man and drink His Blood "... 
"that we may evermore dwell in Him, and 
He in us," and inasmuch as our Lord joins the 
Resurrection of our bodies vjilVi vVvt ^^Nlva.^^^ '^^s* 
Flesh, the Church directs her TOm\sV^x?» \o ^gN^Ni^^ 
consecrated Bread to each petsotv >w\Ocv \^^ ^^xcss> 
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Il is ihcn most certaiii that out Lotd ordained 
the Sacrament of His Body and Blood in order 
that tliose who penitently and faithfully recme il 
may receive the ereateat benefits of His Redemp- 
lion. Hut, besides this, we read that when He 
gave His Body and His Illood the Lnrd nlso said, 
" Do this in rcmemtirance of Me." Hy saying this 
He ordained the Holy Communion to be a stand- 
ing Memorial or Comtnerooration of Hb Death 
before God, forthe word translated "remembrance" 
which our Lord uses on this occasion, was the word 
used to denote the Memorial made before God by 
the Sacrifices of the Old I^w (NumK x. to), and 
also to denote the memorial of the Children of 
Israel made before God by the Shew-bread which 
the Jewish Priest was to set in order eveiTSabbalh 
before the Lord (Levit. xxiv. ^, 8). The same 
word translated "remembrance" is also used to 
signify the Memorial which the High Priest was 
commanded to make before God once every year 
of the sins of the people of Israel on the great day 
ofatonemenl(Heb. x. 3}. 

In this sense the celebration of the Holy 
Eucharist is the one great Sacrifice of the New 
Law. Just as in the burnt offerings of the Old 
Dispensation, the Sacrifice of the Lamb of God 
was set forth in type or prefigurement, so in our 
Eucharist the same ore all-sufficient Sacrifice is set 
forth in Memorial or Commemoration. There has 
been but one real true efficacious sacrifice — that of 
the Lamb of God, All others derive all their 
e/S:acy er viitae only from this, rtiaV Gq4 \\as 
ordained them to set forth and a.pp\7 V^^e m«\\.^ 
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and virtues of This One Sacrifice. . It was not the 
death of the bullock or lamb which made it effi- 
cacious to atone, but the fact that God ordained it 
in order that in their most solemn worship men 
mi^ht set before Him that Death of His dear Son 
which in due time He would set forth to be a pro- 
pitiation. 

In this solemn service we offer and present His 
Death to His Father as the one only plea for the 
forgiveness of our sins, and the one ground of all 
our hope. We do not immolate or slay the Son of 
God afresh—for "Christ being raised from the 
dead dieth no more," but we make before God a 
Memorial or Commemoration of His Death : we 
celebrate and represent it before God in sacramental 
Mystery. 

In doing this we join ourselves with that Repre- 
sentation of His past Sufferings which He is now 
making in Heaven as our Intercessor. Christ has 
once offered Himself as the all-atoning Victim, and 
now He is a ** Priest for ever " : for ever presenting 
before God the infinite merits of His Death. 
There is in the heaven of heavens the appearance 
of a "Lamb as it had been slain," i,e, slain 
sacrificially. 

Now in this perpetual offering of Himself in His 
glorified Body the wSaviour offers His Church, which 
IS His mystical Body. He and His Church are 
one : He the Head and His Church the Body, and so 
when Christ offers Himself He offers His Church as 
contained in Himself. To this offering of Himself we 
join ourselves when we faithfully partake of the Holy 
Communion. So we are taught by St. Paul. "The. 
cup of blessing which we bless, is \\. xvo\. >Ccvfc ^q«v- 
munion of the Blood of Christ, lYift \ixt'aA v^WOsv 
ive break, is it not the Commwiaoti o^ \i>cv^^Q^"J *^^ 
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Cbrisl, for we being many are one bread and one 
boily, Tor vie are all jiartnkets of thni one bread." 

The Lord also, in ordaining llie Eucharist, I 
ordaineil a petpemal means wliereby we may par- f 
take oflhe One Sacrifice of Himself once offered, I 
In oM limes the sacriliceB were partaken of by die 4 
worsliippcrs. TheSacrificeof lliE Lord's PuioveT I 
was partaken of l)y every Israelite (Exod. xii. xj). T 
The fleah of the Sacrifices of peace offerings must 
all be ealen Ihe B.irae day (LeN'it, viL i,). We 
read also that when Samuel offered a Sacrifice 
thev that were hidden eal of it (I Sam, ix. 13) ; 
a.nd St. Paul asks, "Are not they which eat of the 
Sacrifice partakers with the aUar?" [i Cot. i, 18). 
So il came to pass that the ancient altar of God 
was called by the prophets the Lord's table (Eiek, 
xli. 22 ; xliv. 16 ; Mai. i. 7-t3), because the people 
of God eat of the Sacrifices which were offered 
upon it ; and so oui table is rightly called an Altar, 
because by it we partake of the one true Sacrifice 
there broken in mystery. So that the Apostle says, 
" We have an altar whereof they have no right 
to eat who serve the tabernacle " (Heb. xiii. 10). 

By partaking of the Altar-table of the Church, 
we are partakers of the Altat of the Cross. When 
the Israelite partook of his Sacrifice he only par- 
took of the bullock or lamb or goat which was 
offered at that particular thne ; whereas the Chris- 
tian, who partakes of the Lord's table, partakes in 
some mystical ami heavenly way of the Body and 
Blood of the One Adorable Victim ; for our 
Blessed Lord identified that which is blessed and 
broken at our altais with His Body sacrifidally 
broken, and His Blood sacrificially shed. 
So that by, and in, this MemoiiaV we w^ ^cwOr 
tK/bre Cad the Sacrifice of the Lamb cA Gq4, OTii 
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by eating of the Sacrifice we are partakers of the 
Altar ; not only of the Altar in the Church, but 
of that Altar of the Cross on which the Eternal 
Son made an atonement for all sin. 

Such is the Sacrament of the Body and Blood of 
Christ. It is ir anifest that such a rite is heavenly and 
spiritual in itself, and can only be used for heavenly 
and spiritual purposes. And so there must be a 
preparation of heart in some degree corresponding 
to tne nature of the Sacrament, and to the benefits 
which we hope to receive by it. 

This is clear, from the great danger we incur by 
receiving the Sacrament unworthily, for then, in 
the words of St. Paul, we are " guilty of the Body 
and Blood of the Lord," as if we had crucified 
Him afresh, and •* we eat and drink our own con- 
demnation, not discerning the Lord's Body." 

And with respect to the Remembrance or 
Memorial of the Sacrifice of the Death of Christ 
we must devoutly feel and thankfully acknowledge 
that Sacrifice as our one hope, our one plea, our 
one source of forgiveness and cleansing, if we would 
acceptably show it forth before the Searcher of 
hearts. 

What then is the necessary preparation ? First, 
that we should feel our need of the benefits set 
forth to us by our blessed Lord in the eating of 
His Flesh. As our bodies are only in a healthy 
state when they have an appetite for their neces- 
sary food, so our souls are only in a state of true 
spiritual liealth when they hunger after the Bread 
of Heaven. If Christ offers His Body and Blood 
to us to the end that we should dwell in Him and 
He in us, there should be a cotie^^wv^vw^^^'ax^^ 
on our parts to receive such grace. \^ >n^\v'3iN^'w^ 
such spiritual desire, it is because vj^Vivqwxn.o^'^'^^ 
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spirilual ncEds, our extreme spirilual destitulion if 
we arr; without Christ ; and we must earnestly 
praj' lo God to give lis some sense of the need we 
have to receive Christ as the Bread of Heaven. 

Again, we must come to receive the blessings 
vouchsafed to us in His Sacrament a^ a free gift— 
0. gift given to our needs, not a reward of our 

Indeed, if we in an7 degree realize that in this 
HoLy (Jotnmunion we in some real way eat the 
Flesh of no other than the Eternal Son of God, we 
cannot do otherwise— I'.it. we must ascribe all to 
God's grace, and come to receive all as His gift, 
for we cannot even dream of dnerving lo receive 
such a thing as the Flesh and Blood of the Eternal 
Son. Some things the Scriptures lead us to 
believe that we may deserve or merit or win by our 
exertions. St. Paul, for instance, speaks of men 
"laying up in store for themselves a good founda- 
tion against the time to come that ihey may lay 
hold on eternal life" (I Tim. vi. 19). And 
Our Blessed Lord speaks of the man who made 
his one talent into ten ruling over ten cities, and 
of him who made his one into five over five cities. 
But no one could imagine for an instant that he 
could nur'it to eat the Flesh and drink the Blood 
of One now at the right hand of God, He could 
as soon think that he could merit to command the 
armies of heaven, or to create a new world. If a 



the Lord's Supper, he must see that the adorable 
Things Signified, i.e., the Body and Blood of the 
Elerna) Son, are infinitely above the reach of 
Aumaa merit or effort, and can only \)e £\'ie\i \o 
•nen of God's most free and boundVess Grace, 
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So that in Holy Communion there is the fulness 
of Divine Grace, in that God feeds us therein with 
po unreal sign, but with the Body and Blood of 
His^only Son. Such a rite, having such an In- 
ward Part, must be approached with corresponding 
self-ajsasement. If we are allowed access to such 
a thing it must be indeed ** humble," and so we 
say in the Prayer of humble access, " We do not 
presume to come to this Thy table, O merciful 
Lord, trusting in our own righteousness, but in Thy 
manifold and great mercies. We are not worthy 
so much as to gather up the crumbs under Thy 
table. But Thou art the same Lord whose property 
is always to have mercy." If anywhere we have 
the embodiment of * 'justification by grace through 
faith " it is here. 

Again, we must believe and acknowledge that in 
this Sacrament there is the most unsearchable 
Mystery. The Mystery of the Sacrament lies in 
this, that in it there are two parts, an outward 
part or sign which is bread and wine, and an In- 
ward Part, which is the Body and Blood of Christ. 
These two parts make up together the Sacrament. 
These two parts are by the power of God so joined, 
that they who eat and drink rightly and faithfully, 
eat the Flesh of the Son of Man, and drink His 
Blood ; and they who eat and drink unworthily, eat 
and drink their own condemnation, not discerning 
the Lord's Body, and so are "guilty of the Body 
and Blood of the Lord," i.e. of the Inward Part. 

This is a great Mystery ; but it is a Mystery in 
accordance with the mysteries of our own nature, 
and of the Nature of Him Who came to remedy the. 
evils of our state. Whal can \>t xxvoit \K^^\RxsR>Nb& 
than our own nature? 'We loo ^x^ coxsv^o's*^^ ^^ 
two parts, an outwaid and an Vnviax^, «.^^0c^^ "a^ 
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a spirilual, united logellier by some inconceivably 
myE^ieiions link. B^des this, ve have received 
sin with Ihe flesb and blood we have received from 
our piienls ; we have ieceive<l it not only thcougb 
our souls or spiilts, but through our He^h which 
we have received ftoin Adam. We are assured 
by St. Piul that as we Ilave received death frcim 
the tir^l Adam, so must we receive life from the 
Second Adam (Rom. v. 14-21 ; 1 Cor. xv. 15-11 
and our Lord tells us that we must receive this 
life, not only by partaking of His Spirit, but by 
eatinu of His Flesh (John vi. 53, 54, 55), _ In 
saying this He uses most startling and mysterious 
words, but still words in accordance with the In- 



of the Godhead bodily (Col. ii. 9), and yet His 
Body died. His Body was iniinilely mysteriotra in 
its origin, for He was conceived by the Holy 
Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary. More especially 
the appearances of His Body between the day of 
His Resurrection and thiit of His Ascension are 
such as to prove to us that His Body had natural 
and supernatural properties. It was seen, and felt, 
and handled, and so had the properties of a 
natural body : but It passed through the closed 
doors. It vanished and re-appeared at will ; above 
all It ascended up into heaven, and took Its seat at 
the Right Hand of God 1 all which things show Its 
supernatural and mysteriotis attributes \ and well 
may It have such .ittributes, for It is the Body of 
Ihe Lord of Ijfe. It is the Body which the 
Eternal Word had assumed that in and by It He 
might be our Second Adam — the Author of our 
neiv life ,- so Ihst because It rose a5.aro we shall 
r/se again in our bodies. In soine lieaN-enVj ani 
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spiritual way we are members of His Body — of 
His Flesh and of His Bones. Eve, in that she 
was formed of the bone and flesh of Adam, is a 6gure 
of the Church, mystically formed out of the pierced 
side of the Second Adam (Ephes. v. 30, 31). 
Seeing then that our nature is so mysterious in 
that- we partake through flesh and blood of an evil 
nature, seeing that the two-fold Nature of our Re- 
deemer is so exceedingly mysterious, seeing that the 
Spirit in the Scriptures has thrown such a cloud of 
mystery over His Body of Flesh by ascribing to It 
the properties of a Spirit, and seeing that He Him- 
self spake so mysteriously respecting the life-giving 
power of His Flesh when eaten by His people ; it 
behoves us to look upon this Sacrament of His 
Body as containing a deep mystery, and to ap- 
proach it with the utmost awe and reverence. 

The preparation, then, for receiving this Sacra- 
ment answers to its nature. . If this Sacrament be 
the means by which Christ would dwell in us we 
must prepare ourselves to receive such a Guest, and 
this can only be by our examining ourselves as to 
whether we are keeping the commandments of 
God, according to the words of the Spirit : " He 
that keepeth His commandments dwelleih in Him, 
and He in him (i John iii. 24), and if we find, as 
we assuredly shall, that in many things we fall 
miserably short, then to humble ourselves in true 
and earnest contrition, and so at least receive the 
promise, **I dwell in the high and holy place, 
with him also that is of a contrite and humble 
spirit " (Isaiah Ivii. 15). 

Again, if all be given to us of free grace, we 
must come, not trusting in o\ii ovjxv. "d^\R.Q>a^5s^R.'5&^ 
hut in God's manifold andgYe^A-TcvetcHfiSN vq^to»?^ 
come as needy and unworthy tecv^VeoXs <2»l vsi^^^^v- 
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ceivabic bounty ; and so we must see to ii that 
have a "lively failb iti God's nierCT throi 
Christ,witlia thankful lemembiance of His Deatl 
If this Sacramenl be a pledge of our own forgji 

' ' jryet being " verymembers incoipo- 



le ourselves as to whether we fbigi' 
we would be forgiven, and as to whether we are in 
charily with all men, for "lie thiti ducUeth in 
love dwelleth in God, and God in hiin " (I John 
iv. 161. 

And if this Sacrament be, as it is, a very deep 
myslerjf, then we must, in the words of the Church, 
" consider thedignity of this Holy Mystery "in that 
in II, to use the words of a holy man, "things 
lowest and Highest, earthly and Heavenly, are 
united." In the face of such a depth of love and 
power ours must surely be the spirit which inspired 
the words of the Psalm, 

"Lord, I am not high minded; I have do 
proud looks. 

"I do not exercise myself in great matters which 
are too high (or me, 

"But I refrain my soul and keep it low, like 
as a child that is weaned from his mother, yea, my 
soul is even as a weaned child. 

"O Israel, trust in the Lord, from this lime 
(bith for evermore." 
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'£T a man examine himself, and so let him 
eat of that Bread, and drink of that Cup. 
— I Cor, xi. 28. 

My duty is to exhort you in the mean 
season to consider the dignity of that Holy Mystery, 
and the great peril ofthe unworthy receiving thereof; 
and so to search and examine your own consciences, 
(and that not lightly, and after the manner of dis- 
semblers with God ; but so) that ye may come holy 
and clean to such a heavenly Feast, in the marriage 
garment required by God in Holy Scripture, and 
be received as worthy partakers of that Holy 
Table. 

The way and means thereto is : First, to examine 
your lives and conversations by the rule of God's 
commandments ; and whereinsoever ye shall per- 
ceive yourselves to have offended, either by will, 
word, or deed, there to bewail your own sinfulness, 
and to confess yourselves to Almighty God, with 
full purpose of amendment of life. And if ye shall 
perceive your offences to be such as are not only 
against God, but also against your neighbours ; 
then ye shall reconcile yourselves unto them*, be.vw^ 
ready to make restitution and s^Xisl-a-cxXarcv, "ajL^cix^- 
ingto the uttermost of yout poNvci?i,^ot 2k!\ Sxvy^'^^^ 
and wrongs done by you lo atv^ oOcvw \ ^xA'^o^v^v*?,

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likewise ready to forgive others that have 
you, as ye would have foigiveness of jonr offenct 
at God's Hand : foi otherwise the receiving of tti 
Holy Communion dolh nothing else bnl idcfcoJ 
your liamnation. Therefore if any of you be 
blasphemer of God, an hinderer or slanderer i. 
His Word, an adulterer, oi be in malice, or envl 
at in any other grievous crime, repent you of f~"^ 
sins, or else come not to that Holy Table ; li 
after the taking of thai Holy Sacrament, the d< 
enter inlo you, as he entered into Judas, and fill yot 
full of all iniquities, and bting you lo destruction 
both of body and soul.
